was the title of the next speech, which 
was given by Clarence Dougherty of 
South Pasadena. The speaker’s man- 
ner was confident and earnest and 
seemed to indicate that with careful 
elocutionary drill Mr, Dougherty * 
make a successful public speaker. The 
aptness of his thought once caused 
him to be interru with applause. 
Mr. Dougherty said that some one had 
said that every man had a right to live. 
Every man has an infinitely greater 
right than that.

Hence, the workin n should de- 
mand (1) That thepublic-school system 
be maintained and perfected. Who- 
ever seeks to break it down, whether 
Catholic, Protestant or capitalist, is an 
enemy to the workingman; (2) that he 
be paid sufficient wages to support 
himself and his family respectably; (3) 
that he have time for develaping his 
higher nature, a rest-day every wee 
and not too hard work on others. The 
Nation is not safe unless it recognizes 
the rights of both capitalist and la- 
borer. 

A SILVER CHAMPION. 

The next speaker, Lioyd B. Christy 
of Phoenix, Ariz., came forth as a 
champion of silver. His subject was 
“A Plea for a Bi-metallic Standard.“ 
With a straightforward, business-like 
delivery Mr. Christysaid: One of the 
first steps toward civilization among 
all nations has been the selection of a 
medium of exchange. The articles 
used for this purpose have varied. Tin, 
copper and iron were the first metals 
thus employed. But as enlighten- 
ment became moré general such cum- 
bersome and plentiful metals were 
found to be inadequate and silver was 
universally adopted. The adoption of 
a silver basis in the United States in 
1792 contributed largély to the pros- 

rity of the next seventy-five years. 

n 1873 our legislators were hood- 
winked into chauging the standard to 
gold. The result was one of the most 
disastrous panics in our history. With 
the resumption of ‘limited silver coin- 
age in 1878 a new impetus was given to 
business. Bera 

To secure stability in a bi-metallic 
standard the ratio between the metals 
must be with reference to the 
cost of production... The South Amer- 
ican delegates to the Pan-American

gold, and we will to turn our 
trade to you.” T option of a 
double standard 1 ve an im- 
tus to our trade with South Amer- 
ca and Asia, would strengtben our 
agricultural and manufacturing inter- 
ests, would increase,the money circu- 
lation of the country, und would pro- 
vide a currency suitable for all classes.

‘““QUACKERY.’’. 

Edgar A. Reed of University indi- 
cated the trend of his mind toward 
his future profession, medicine, in the 
title of his speech, Quackery.“ Mr. 
Reed’s manner was easy and self-pos- 
sessed, and his thought, while solid, 
was sufficiently racy to awaken a 
smile now and then. 

The quack, he said, is a pretender to 
medica: knowledge. Like his name- 
sake, the duck, he makes more noise 
than his attainments in science justify. 
His presence is due to two causes— 
popular ignorance and fondness for 
what is novel, and the lack of a uni- 
form standard of medical education. 
The most quick and effectual way of 
removing this evil is by requiring a 
proper education of those who enter 
the profession, and such a requirement 
can be made general and hence effect- 
ive only by action of the General Gov- 
ernment. Ours is the only country in 
which a fraudulent medical colle 
has ever existed; the only one, also, in 
which the signatures of a few stock- 
professors. entitle the holder 
of a diploma to practice medicine. One 
thing is certain— quackery will be abol- 
ished. A profession with such a his- 
tory is bound to rise above the low 
level of the quagmire of quackery, and 
in the light of true science go on in its 
great mission of alleviating the suffer- 
ings of mankind. ~— 

“JUSTICE TO THE TERRITORIES.’” 

The last speaker was George Christy 
of Phoenix, Ariz., who made a plea for 
Justice to the Territories.“ His de- 
delivery was unassuming, yet forceful. 
His thought was original and his dic- 
tion oratorical. 

The Constitution of the United 
States, he said, was made for the 
States and not for the Territories. 
When a body of people take up their 
abode in a part of ourland beyond the 
limits of any State, though these peo- 
ple are the same in origin, character 
and education as dwellers in the 
States, though not changed in purpose 
by migration, and though just as capa- 
bie of self-government as ever, they 
are from the first treated, not simply 
as aliens, but almost as enemies. 
Their laws are made by a congress in 


which they have no representation, 
or by a legislative assembly 
whose acts are at time 


liable to be overruled — Con- 
gress. They have no voice in the 
appointment of their executive and 
judicial officers. They are forbidden 
to undertake lar public improve- 
meuts. Their lands are controlled by 
Congress. Arizona, with 20,000,000 
acres of timber land, has to import 
timber for building purposes. ‘Taxa- 
tion without representation is tyr- 
anny.“ yet the Territories often pa 
more revenue than some of the States. 
Such treatment of any body of citi- 
zens, besides being intrinsically un- 
fair, is contrary to the N de- 
fended by the founders of this Nation, 
for they claimed that they carried to 
the colonies their rightsas Englishmen 
to self-government. There are well- 
defined principles which ought to guide 
Congress in the admission of new 
States. These principles have been 
enforced by usage, the authority of the 
courts, and opinions of eminent jurists 
and statesmen; yet they are arbitrarily 
and persistently ignored by Congress. 
The original aim was to p 
vide @ temporary government for the 
Territories until they should be able to 
take upon zuemse Ives the burdens of 


people 
d | ones best able 


8 Seward and the Supreme 
Court all have asserted that this is the 
correct principle. 

Congress, then, should admit a Ter- 
ritory as soon as it needs and is capa- 
ble of supporting a State government, 
and the most interested are the 
to say when that time 
bas arrived. If there is to be any fixed 
standard of population necessary, it 
should be that which obtained when 
the Constitation was framed—not one 
arbitrarily determined by Congress. 
Then, in the interest of justiee and 
ood government; in the interest of 

o principles for which our forefathers 
contended; in the interestof America’s 
future prosperity, let Congress grant 
Statebood to every Territory which de- 
sires self-government and is able to 
maintain it. . 

After concinding his oration Mr. 
Christy delivered a very brief vale- 
dictory address, bidding farewell to 
the students and professors.

The committee could not but speak in 
terms of praise respecting the work 
done in the higher studies as evinced 
by the term papers. We are glad to 
note this, as it is at this point we most

diligently put in their time upon the 
prescribed course. And we would 
venture the suggestion, after careful 
observation, that the influence of a 
regular course upon the mind of a 
student is much preferable tw that ofa 
course that is merely elective. The 
latter is something to be tried, and the 
former the product of long experience 
and combined wisdom. 

We find the attendance for the year 
about two bundred. Taking into 
thought the stringency of the times, the 
number of schools of our own and 
others, we see no reason for gloom or 
despondency on the partof any. To 
the patrons of the school, the directors 
and all friends we say (after a some- 
what careful investigation) we believe 
there is a good intellectual standard 
maintained through the whole school 
and as all value the moral as; 
well as the material interests, we 
further say withthe utmost confidence 
that a proper deportment has been re- 
quired of all the students in every de- 
partment, and we are led to believe 
this has been carried through the year 
upon purely democratic principles. It 
was our privilege to attend some of the 
anniversary exercises, and we have 
been much impressed with the matur- 
ity of thought manifested in the essays 
and orations, music and art, and feel 
it our duty heartily to congratulate 
the students at this point.“

The trial of José Lopez, charged 

th an assault upon Ilario Rios 
with intent to commit murder, was 
eoncluded yesterday in Judge Cheney’ 8 
court.

MORE ABOUT THE KINGS. 
The San Francisco Examiner con-

TAXING LANDS, 


In surveying the large land grants 
of California little or no attention was 
paid to the lines of the United States 
land system. Section, half-section and 
quarter-section lines were totally dis- 
regarded. The selectionof the quan- 
tity or numbér of leagues 
exterior boundaries was left to the 
grantee, and the lines were so run as 
to take in all the best and most valu- 
able land in the neighborhood. The 
most absurd lines were frequently run 
in order toinclude inthe boundaries 
some spring or other valuable object. 
In fact, the land outside of the Span- 
ish and Mexican grantsin this coun- 
try, while in a state of nature, was 
regarded as hardly worth having, and 
yot these same grants are,as a rule, 
now assessed at a much lower 
rate per acre than such inferior 
outside lands, simply for the reason 
that the outside land is cultivated and 
improved by small farmers, while the 
large grants are held for sheep pasture 
or cattle ranges. Under the Constitu- 
tion of this State the grant lands should 
be valued for taxation at a higher rate 
than the excluded lands. The grant 
lands were selected because they were 
of greater value while in their original 
condition. 

If the assessors and boards of equal- 
ization in the several counties of this 
State would bear these things in mind,

RESULT OF ATTACKING A 
NON-UNION MAN. -

The Proprietor of the Occidental 
Foundry at San Francisco 
Placed Under Arrest 
for the Shooting.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Edward Coogan, a 
molder’s apprentice employed in the 
Vulcan Iron Works, was shot and in- 
stantly killed this morning by James 
W. Kerr of the firm of Steiger & Kerr, 
proprietors of the Occidental Foundry. 


shooting. was the optgrowth of an 
assault on C. F. Clausen, a non-union 
Clausen and Kerr were as 


street, and, being worsted, Kerr drew 
a revolver and fired. The butlet struck 
young Coogan, and he died on the way 
to the hospital. 

The exact circumstances connected 
with the tragic affair are not known, 
but itis generally believed thet Kerr 
and Clausen were passing along First 
street, when they were assaulted by a 
crowd of about fifteen men, who had 
been hiding in doorways. Clausen 
was felled to the sidewalk by a blow 
from some heavy instrument, and 
while down was badly kicked about 
the head and body. a 

Kerr was also roughly handled, and 
while some one was choking him from 
behind he drew a revolver, fired and 
young Coogan fell. A number of eye- 
witnesses say the latter was not with 
the assaulting party when the shot was 
fired. The men who attacked Kerr 
and Clausen ran off, and it will be 
difficult to ascertain who were in 
the party. Coogan had two bullet 
wounds in his body, one through the 
hand and another in the right breast. 
One bullet passed through his body 
and came out below the shoulder blade. 
He must havs had his right hand 
raised when he was shot. Clausen had 
an ugly wound on the foreheand and 
was considerably bruised about the 
face. He was suffering intense pain 
in the side, where he had been kicked 
while on the ground, but no bones 
were broken. 

Kerr, after being charged on the 
prison register with the murder, was 
given quarters in the hospital con- 
nected with the City Prison. He com- 
plained of pain in the head, and has a 
mark on the temple where he was 
struck before he used the revolver. 

Clausen made the following state- 
ment through his attorney: “I had 
been threatened yesterday by strikers, 
and Mr. Kerr saw me home safely last 
night. He called for me this morning, 
and at First and Mission streets, just 
as we were congratulating ourselves 
on avoiding trouble, we were seized 
from behind and choked. I was beaten 
and kicked without mercy. I had a 
revolver, but it was taken from me. 
Mr. Kerr ran toward his foundry, and 
I followed bim, with the mob at our 
heels. Mr. Kerr found his office door 
locked, and called for help. The mob 
crowded around us, and then I heard a 
shot.“ 

Nx. Kerr says that he and Clausen 
were suddenly attacked by twelve or 
fifteen strikers. They seized him b 
the throat and struck him sever 
blows. He noticed Coogan. trying to 
t behind him. He then fired his 
pistol, intending to frighten Coogan, 
not to kill him. Coogan, Mr. Kerr 
says, was one of the attacking party, 
and was about twenty-five feet away 
when he shot.

THE QUESTION OF WATER WORKS 


Opinions of John P. Culver, Civiland 
Hydraulic Engineer. 

Los ANGELES, June 25.—[To the 
Editor of Tus Tuts] A meeting of 
influential citizens took place at Tem- 
perance Temple, a few evenings since 
to discuss water matters. 

To a stranger the report of this 
meeting in the daily press would cer- 
tainly lead to the idea, that this city 
was furnished with a quality of water 
of the vilest kind, and not enough of it 
at.that. 

It is not desired to enter into a con- 
troversy on this subject, concerning 
the entire water supply of the city; but, 
as the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany furnishes about eight-tenths of 
all the water supplied, it has a right to 
— treatment so far as its service ex- 
nds. 
In order to understand facts, lead- 
ing from the original works to the 
resent time, a brief explanation first 
omes necessary. 
Originally a cheap system was built 
by the city, and supplied from the Los 
Angeles River by a small dam near 
where the Buena V ista-street bridge is 
now located, and the water raised by a 
water wheel. As tothe quality of the 
water then furnished the city, the less 
said of it the better, as the dam 
was the first bath-house ever used 
in Los Angeles—its patrons being In- 
dians, dogs an 8 or 
thing that desired a free bath. For- 
tunately, in time, the dam was swept 


informed 


th | out by high water, the pipes decayed, 


and no one would put a dollar in these 
works, owned and managed by the city. 
It was at this crisis that some of the 
present stockholders of the Los Angeles 
City Water Company, with little 
thought of uniary reward, but as 
public-spirited citizens, rebuilt the 
works. 

A water works owned and run by the 
city of Los Angeles means an expen- 
sive luxury. Private water companies 
are not as expensively operated, as a 
general thing, as public ones. It is 
about the same with most public busi- 
ness, run by officials, and lam free to 
state it is an opinion gained by almost 
a lifetime in studying water service 
that water rates collected from works 
run by the municipality will be higher 
than at present. 

No city in the world is so. 1 
situated as this. It might appro- 
priately be called the city of lawns. It 
taxes a water works to supply these 
thousands of open faucets, all at the 


f | same hour, toa degree that is astonish- 


ing us compared to other large cities. 

As to the quality of the water, so far 
asthe Los Angeles City Water Com- 
— 5 is congerned (and this company 

urnisbes the supply, except the 
West Side and East high service 
works,) it is; as to purity and quality, 
the equal of any water supply of any 
city in this State, and the most search- 
ing scientific examination and analysis 
is solicited. 

During the past six orseven years 
the company has made constant addi- 
tions tothe works, costing hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. Until the 
year 1885 all the water supplied by this 
company was taken direct from the 
river, six miles above town, and brought 
to the city in an open earth ditch. 
During the rainy season the water was, 
at times, muddy and discolored. To 
remedy this a plan was devised by 
which the supply was purified. The 
locality known as the Crystal Springs 
was then developed by a system of 
filter basins of large extent, by and 
through which the water becomes in- 
filtrated from these 1 absolutely 
pure and sparkling. It is then brought 
to the city by underground conduits 
all the way, and delivered to the con- 
sumer in purity beyond the possibility 
of contamination, and equal to that at 
the fountain head. 

As to quantity of water, this com- 
pany is now engaged in putting in ex- 
pensive improvements, to cost some 
three hundred thousand dollars. It 
has been next to impossible to keep up 
with the growth of the city. These 
improvements consist of an immense 
iron conduit, the largest ever laid in 
Southern California, forty-four inches 
in diameter, now being laid from Crys- 
tal Springs to the ressrvoir; also con- 
crete and brick aqueducts 54x45 
inches in dimensions, a new storage 


capacity of the present one; and prepa- 
rations are being made for still a third 
conduit line; also many other adjuncts 
sufficient to supply a large population.

ople now complaining of the quan- 

ity and quality of water being fur- 
nished them by the other companies? 

In comparing the water rates here 
with those of eastern cities, the fact is 
sometimes forgotten that those cities 
have built their own works at large 
cost, raising the money by either direct 
taxation or by issuamce of bonds; the 
cost of operating and interest on bonds 
being included in the general tax levy 
each year, thus making all property, 
whether improved or not, pay its 

roper share for water used in sprink- 
ing streets, flushi sewers and for 
other sanitary and fire purposes, the 
specific.monthly or yearly tax or tithe 
coliected direct from the consumer be- 
ing almost nominal. 

A word regarding the talk about 
the proposed new works” and I am 
done. It has been hinted that two 
storage reservoirs are to be built and 
filled during the winter rains.
